East Grove leads all other Lee 
county townships in the turkey 
raising industry, according to an 
examination

Some very in­ 
teresting facts pertaining to tur­ 
key culture in East Grove and the 
heavy losses sustained b y the in­ 
dividuals engaged in this indus­ 
try have b een developed. 
According to these records dogs 
are the greatest enemy of the 
turkey raisers of 
East 
Grove. 
The records at the court house 
disclose 
that 
claims 
totalling 
$882.10 have b een filed b y East 
Grove township turkey 
raisers, 
the affidavits 
stating 
that dogs 
killed the b irds. 
The valuations 
placed on turkeys 
in 
different 
sections of the township last sum ­ 
mer when the b irds were ab out 
half grown, is 
also interesting. 
Valuations run from $1.70 to $4.50 
for each b ird. 
East Grove not only has on file 
the largest list of claims for' tur­ 
keys killed b y dogs in I>ee county, 
b ut is reported to b e the only 
township having claims filed for j 
[ this nuisance. 
While the claims j 
total $882.10, only $47 was collect­ 
ed in dog taxes in the township, 
which is indicative of 
a 
small 
population of canines for a strictly 
rural community.

A canvas of the claims would 
indicate that dogs waxed fat on

during

months of July and August last 
year in East Grove.

Fuehrer Addresses his 
Greater Reichstag in

Hitler today launched a b itter a t­ 
tack on b olshevism and pointed to 
the success of insurgents in Spain 
as ‘‘another valiant defeat of the 
newest universal attem pt to de­

He started speaking promptly at 
1 P. M. (USTi in an address to 
the greater German reichstag cele­ 
b rating the sixth anniversary of 
nazi rule. 
His address was expected to in­ 
dicate how next he intends to use 
his power.

G erm any’s greatest reichstag that 
if the reich in 19 33 had sunk into 
b olshevik chaos, the whole w est­

SHADOWS 
Looming ov er ev ery national horizon is a gigantic 
shadow that up to now has stalked in rhy thmic tread in its 
sev en-league boots. 
No statesman responsible to his people can afford to 
ignore this man Adolf Hitler and the 8 0 million European 
Germans who owe him allegiance. 
For Hitler-, unlike cer­ 
tain Europeans who are marking time, has a program and 
knows ex actly what to do nex t. His mov ements form a 
pattern which he himself published at the outset for the 
benefit of those who wanted to know. 
Hitler aims at the Ukraine, a section of sov iet Russia 
which nev er has been in full sy mpathy with the Stalin 
regime. 
The Ukraine includes rich farm lands, tremendous 
water power and more mineral wealth than the old German 
empire ev er hoped to possess. 
The Ukraine also contains a population of some 35 mil­ 
lion “ white” Russians and a large sprinkling of Germans. 
Once Hitler controls that region he will hav e the direct or 
indirect allegiance of some 200 million Germans, central 
Europeans and Ukrainians. 
The Ukraine also ex tends into Poland, and Hitler needs 
part of Rumania. 
At his back he has built n Chinese wall 
against French military power, and a diplomatic wall that 
would be hard to surmount. 
J apanese troops are pouring into Manchuria to serv e 
as a threat to Russian troops who might otherwise be free 
to oppose Hitler in the west. 
Rack of these J apanese troops 
is the weakening regime of Uhiang Kai-shek, and towering 
abov e all is the shadow of I Ot) million Chinese civ ilians 
whom J apan ex pects to conv ert into cannon fodder, useful 
to J apanese imperialism 
All the while we hav e chosen to ignore the full Hitler 
program and hav e concentrated upon such side issues as 
anti-Semitism. Czechoslov akian independence, 
the 
Polish 
corridor and the war in Spain. 
This Hitler threat can not be nullified by name calling, 
boy cotts and subsidies for weak powers. People in other 
nations hav e been hating Hitler but directing their blows at 
the German people. 
Ev ery blow at the German people 
strengthens Hitler. 
Central Europe needs prosperity. 
If 
that should arriv e in time. Hitler would ev aporate. 


THE WORM Tl RNS 
For many y ears we hav e been listening to wails of 
v eiwers-with- alarm cry ing about how women hav e been 
taking away the jobs that men somehow came to regard as 
their special prerogativ e. 
Thus it is interesting to learn that the worm has turned, 
the man has bitten the dog, and there is something new un­ 
der the sun. 
For now the men are taking the women’s jobs. 
And 
Mary Anderson, director of the Woman's Bureau of the 
Department of Labor, is just as indignant as any man has 
been at the intrusion of women into “ men’s jobs.”

American fear of that tu r­ 
moil caught the nation’s headlines 
150 y ears ago almost as it does 
today .

Washington,

examp le, in 1796 boldly p ointed 
out 
the 
danger 
that 
Europ ean 
troubles might inv olv e America. 
Alluding to the French Rev olu­ 
tion and the state of Europ ean 
chaos which was to continue for 
decades, he said: 
"With resp ect to the nations of 
Europ e, then situation ap p ears so 
awful that nothing short of Om- 
niscence can p redict the issue, al­ 
though ev ery human mind must 
feel the miseries the continent en­ 
dures. 
It should be the p olicy of 
the United States to administer to 
the wants of other nations w ith­ 
out being engaged in their q u ar­ 
rels.” 
Europ e, Washington felt, “has a 
<et of p rimary interests which to 
us hav e none or a v ery remote re ­ 
lation." 
He was conv inced that 
Europ e would inv ariably be in­ 
v olv ed in some form of quarrel. 
So he warned in his famous fare­ 
well address: 
I he gr eat rule of conduct for us 
in regard to foreign nations is in 
extending our 
commercial rela­ 
tions to hav e with them as little 
p olitical connections as p ossible. 
So far as we hav e alieady formed 
engagements let them be fulfilled 
with p erfect good faith. 
Here let 
us stop .”
